He added that a Field s Depart­ 
ment Store with adjoining com­ 
mercial buildings will soon be 
erected near the bowling alley and 
could, possibly, provide “$3 mil­ 
lion rn tax revenues." 
He said that an agreement has 
bren madofor commercial devel­ 
opment of the 11.9-acre Boetefuer 
tract on Street Road which was 
recently re-zoned from residential 
to controlled * commercial. 
“The purchaser paid one of the

Strike In 9th Day 
At Strick Trailer 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE BASE, 
Calif. (UPP — Air Enoree Maj. 
Bob White, who bas flown winged 
aircraft faster than any man, be­ 
came the highest flying airplane 
pilot today by skyrocketing the 
X15 to a world record altitude 
by nearly 50 miles. 


The little black ship’s powerful 
57.000-pound thrust engine shot 
White steeply upward with such 
force that he reached approximate, 
ly 250,000 feet, 47.3 miles, only 
165 seconds after being launched 
by a mother ship in flight 


His epic flight to the edge of 
space at five times the speed of 
sound surpassed the previous al­ 
titude mark of 46.7, or 246,700 feet, 
set by test pilot Joe Walker in 
the bullet-shaped X15 less than 
two months ago.

The company cut in the incentive 
plan amounts to 6 35 hours of a 
12-hour standard job in the door 
department of the company. How­ 
ever. the cut is companywide. 
This would mean that a job 
which had been standardized as 
a 12-hour job previously, would 
then be a 5 6 hour job under the 
new standard. 
Standard Job 
In a compromise offer, the un­ 
ion said it would accept SO per 
cent of the cut, or a 3.17 hour 
cut from the 
standard.

would make the 12-hour standard 
job then a nine-hour job. 
The company refused the un­ 
ion compromise offer, and coun­ 
tered with a compromise of its 
own.

Offer Refused
